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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
examiner informed the attorney that claim 13 is allowable and claim 1 and claim 8 are not allowable.

After the 
review of the 1 1/14/03 amendment and declaration the examiner informed the attorney that the application is in 
condition for allowance subjecting to limiting (a) to sodium ascorbyl phosphate and magnesium ascorbyl phosphate.
